Little, however, of the original music in either of the above Operas 
was retained, it being foucd more effective by the popular singers of 
the day to introduce and substitute songs of more modern taste and 
character,—‘ Rise gentle Moon,’ and the ‘ Swiss Hunter’s Return,’ 
were rapturously encored ; the former by the composer of the * Light 
Guitar, is an extremely beautiful and elegant composition, and having

been written expressly for Miss Love, is admirably calculated to dis- 
play to advantage the peculiar beauties of her voice. The principal 
features of Miss Love’s singing are a rich and full sostenuto, a dis- 
tinct articulation, and a total want of that redundancy of ornament 
which too often destroys the native simplicity of melody, and which, 
we regret to add, is the reigaing vice of many of our most popular 
singers. We remember to have heard an eminent composer observe, 
that three notes sung in tune end expression are worth thirty whose 
only merit consists in rapidity of execution, and we must cordially 
agree in this sentiment.—Kert Herald.
